Through relatively inexpensive 
travel and electronic communica- 
tion, we are also subject to an 
unprecedented mobility of talent 
to and from our city. 

This is already pervasive in 
some art forms, of course i 
and literature, for instanc 
more and more cultural cor 
packaged for sale on Bravo, as cir- 
cles of festivals and other presen- 
ters get better at spreading the 
word about emerging talent, 
Edmonton artists will be drawn 
even more into a broader market. 

Some stay, of course: many of 
the finest of our artists have elect- 
ed to remain here in Edmonton 
when they could have gone else- 
where. Who here doubts that Jeff 
Haslam could have spent the past 
ten summers at Stratford? That 
Brian Webb could have made a 
home and a company for himself 
in Vancouver, Toronto or New 
York? At the Film and Video Arts 
Society, there’s pressure to find 
ways for independent artists to 
make their work here and sell it 
internationally. And some do. But 
for every Stewart Lemoine there is 
a Frank Moher.

developing an artist. The strength 
of our artistic community is based 
in part on that continuity — 
expertise and excellence that 
builds up not only within individ- 
uals but in the interrelationships 
between individuals. Presumably, 
with the ev creasing ease with 
which individuals move between 
centres, these bits of “collective 
talent” will become more difficult 
to maintain. Regardless, when an 
established artist lea we are 
disproportionately the poorer, 
and the same resources and 
opportunities for a new artist the 
next year generally will not offer 
the same quality of work. There 
are some delightful exceptions, 
but they are just that — excep- 
tions. 

I sound less upbeat than I feel. 
In reality, I am constantly revital- 
ized by the inflow of new individ- 
uals, new ideas, new artistic con- 
texts to our city. I just want to 
make it easier to stay. 

The call to action: Do whatever 
we can to maintain senior artists’ 
connection to our city. Even if 
they need to leave for some or 
most of the time to expand their 
own work, we need to maintain 
these connections or face the need 
to constantly reinvent our sense of 
community.

It’s not all violent stomach mal- 
adies, however. Choke have made 
a name for themselves across 
Canada and in pockets around the 
U.S. for making smart, challeng- 
ing punk rock, Over their past 
three albums, they’ve become 
Smallman’s flagship band — their 
picture is on the start page of 
Smallman’s website (www.small- 
manrecords.com) — and formed 
friendships with other punk acts 
and fans around the continent that 
have paid dividends. Shea recalls 
a high point from one tour: 

“We showed up in Pensacola, 
Florida, we were just about broke, 
we'd had a $700 US brake-job a 
couple of days before when we 
were finally ahead of the game, 
Jack’s had to put the gas on the 
credit card for the first time since 
we left, and we get to the show 
and there’s 250 kids there...” 

“And a big pot of spaghetti,” 
Jaggard interjects. “We're like 
‘Yes! We get to eat!’” 

“There were 60 kids up at the 
front knowing every word and 
we're like, ‘What the hell?’ Shea 
says. “It was fucking insane.” 

The kids in Pensacola will no 
doubt be excited at the prospect of 
Choke’s new album, which they'll 
launch with an all-ages show at 
Pleasantview Community Hall 
this Friday. Recorded at 
Vancouver's Factory Studios with 
ex-Edmontonian Paul Forbes, it 
matches Choke’s growing musical 
maturity with top-drawer produc- 
tion. After a couple of albums 
marked by head-scratchingly 
complex arrangements, There's a 
Story to This Moral bears the fruit 
of these experiments, marrying 
the band’s obvious musical skill to 
a stronger sense of songwriting. 
Following the lead of bands like 
Fugazi, Burning Airlines and at 
the drive-in, Choke channels the 
energy of the punk rock they cut 
their teeth on into something 
more rhythmically and melodical- 
ly adventurous than their earlier 
efforts. They’ve even left some of 
their old material behind to make 
way for the most recent product.

Hagen lays out the rules of the trailer court 


against “mobile homophobia.” 
Hagen’s history as a trailer court 
kid inspired the show. He recalled 
his family’s first trailer as similar 
to the one in that “Lucy and Desi 
movie: not a camper but not a 
mobile — it cost $3,000 in 1966 
and was basically a 47-foot thing, 
with a hallway and bathrooms.” 
Before touching down permanent- 
ly it was moved “from Grande 
Prairie to Estevan, stopping at 
hundreds of towns in between.” 
(Hagen’s dad was an oil rigger.) 
All those moves shook loose the 
insulation in the family unit, 
ensuring it was always “hot in the 
summer, cold in the winter.” 

The immobile foundations of 
social stigma proved more solidly 
resistant to erosion. “There was 
this whole automatic judgment 
placed on me when people found 
out where I was from — that 
somehow I was lower class. | 
remember Brad Fraser bugging 
me about growing up in a trailer 
court until one day I said, ‘Yeah, 
well your parents couldn't even 
afford a trailer!’ Eventually he 
said, ‘Yeah, you're right.” 

Asa “non-plot-driven mono- 
logue” piece chock full of trashy 
props, Tornado Magnet is essential- 
ly a celebration of what it threat- 
ens to send up.

what could otherwise have turned 
into a caricature of a harridan. 
Sam, the young oncology student 
who treats the cancer-stricken 
wife while offering Andy solace of 
a different kind, is played by 
Daniela Vlaskalic; a fine job, 
although a certain amount of heat 
is lacking in the love scenes 
between her and Andy. 

The difficulties here are mainly 
to do with the script. Vern 
Theissen’s use of poetic repetition 
is sometimes more choppy than 
dream-like, and a few of the play’s 
moments of emotional honesty are 
ruined by obviousness. I wanted 
to be surprised, but I wasn’t. As 
with most of the plays I’ve seen 
recently, Apple left me with the 
idea that love is really about self- 
love: you only love someone 
when the image of yourself that 
they reflect back to you is the ver- 
sion of yourself that you want to 
see. That's not really a very inspir- 
ing view of things, so how ‘bout 
you send me to an action movie or 
something this week? Heck, if you 
won't do it for me, do it for the 
men of Edmonton.

WHY ARE PEOPLE SUCH HORRIBLE 
jerks? Maybe we should sit down 
together as a species, watch 
Changing Lanes and learn a little 
something about common cour- 
tesy, morality and responsibility. 
Maybe we could all finally learn 
how to play nicely. Not much of a 
party, you say? Actually, watch- 
ing Ben Affleck and Samuel 
Jackson take vicious swings at one 
another is as fascinating as a 10- 
car pile-up on the highway: it’s a 
grim spectacle but it’s almost 
impossible to look away. 

Wall Street lawyer Gavin Banek 
(Affleck) and insurance salesman 
Doyle Gipson (Jackson) get into a 
fender bender on their way to the 
same New York courthouse. In a 
mad rush, Banek writes Gipson a 
blank cheque despite Gipson’s 
insistence that they exchange 
insurance information. He drives 
away, flinging “Better luck next 
time” over his shoulder and leav- 
ing Gipson stranded with his 
totalled car in the middle of the 
freeway. The delay causes Gipson 
to be late for a custody hearing 
where the judge ignores his excus- 
es and grants full custody of his 
two sons to his wife. Banek also 
has problems at the courthouse 
when he discovers he left an 
important file at the scene of the 
accident. The loss of these papers, 
which give his law firm dubious 
control of a $100-million charity, 
could mean the end of Banek’s 
rich lawyer hog the beginning 
ofa pee ig jail sentence.

At first, Changing Lanes seem 
nothing more than a portrait of 
ugly humanity: rich scumbag vs 
bitter loser. Ben Affleck’s hateful 
chubby chops, Sam Jackson's 
pathetic droopy mustache and the 
boorish behavior of the two don’t 
give the viewer much of a toehold 
in the tale. At around the 20- 
minute mark, however, both 
Banek and Gipson, surprisingly 
begin to emerge as well-rounded 
characters. Their reprehensible 
actions and subsequent remorse 
are believable throughout the 
series of reciprocal fuck-overs. It is 
this ambiguity that saves the film 
from being just an extended bout 
of road rage. The dialogue, largely 
concerned with issues of moralit) 
and courtesy, might border on 
pretension occasionally but he; 
points for trying, and it’s never 
pompous enough to be really 
aggravating. The couple of 
instances of rather contrived plot 
ting near the beginning are also 
quickly forgotten when things 
start to get really nasty / interes!

The film is nicely shot, with dim 
lighting and muted colours 
adding to the bleakness of the 
story.

THE THING IS, TODD SOLONDZ 
hates you. And (worse) me. And 
everybody. People in Storytelling 
aren't lovably stupid or smart but 
flawed; they plain suck. Things 
don’t turn out well for them, but 
you won't be much interested. 
The latest effort from the direc- 
tor of Happiness, the movie is split 
into two separate tales about the 
unreliability of storytellers. The 
first and more focused story, 
Fiction, concerns a university writ- 
ing class, taught by a bristlingly 
hostile Robert Wisdom. Selma 
Blair is a student whose relation- 





ship with a fellow pupil hinges 
on the fact he has cerebral palsy. 

To make a short story shorter, 
she goes looking for greater trou- 
ble and finds it in a one night 
stand with Wisdom, who gives 
the one truly memorable perfor- 
mance in Storytelling as the hate- 
filled prof. She tries to express her 
trauma in her writing, but gets her 
comeuppance again. To go into 
greater detail about the ending 
might ruin it for you, but if you’ve 
seen Solondz’s other movies you 
know a reconciliation and trip to 
Paris aren't in the cards.

IS ICE CUBE SO INTIMIDATING 
that no one has the guts to tell him 
when his writing sucks? Some 
courageous soul should’ve read 
the script for All About the 
Benjamins, looked the Cubester 
right in the eyes and said, 
“Buddy, you're cool and all, but 
anything in here that wasn’t 
already done to death on Miami 
Vice was covered in 48 Hours and 
Bulletproof. Instead, the rapper- 
actor made something so brainless 
and cliché that even a straight-to- 
video fan might walk out on it. 

In this debacle, Cube plays the 
usual streetwise tough with a 
giant chip on his shoulder. This 
time around he’s an irritable 
bounty hunter named Bucum, 
who, despitea sleek car, nice pad 
and a hobby collecting exotic fish, 
can’t seem to find the money 
(‘Benjamins’) to start his own 
detective agency. The door to 
prosperity opens when he stum- 
bles upon a multiple-murder/ dia- 
mond heist while trying to collar 
Reggie (Mike Epps), a chronically 
incarcerated goofball con artist. If 
Bucum can solve the case before 
the cops, he’s guaranteed the pub- 
licity- and cash he needs to make 
his P17. business fly 





Coincidentally, Reggie leaves a 
lottery ticket worth $50 million in 
the bad guys’ van during an 
escape. The uneasy partners must 
work together to recover: their for- 
tunes from a cartoonishly nasty 
Scottish gangster. Tom Flanagan, 
who’s had sidekick roles in 
Gladiator and Braveheart, plays a 
two-dimensional James Bond- 
style villain, complete with facial 
scars and a tendency to shoot his 
own henchmen. 

To ensure there’s enough dan- 
ger and Benjamins to keep the 
money-mad buddy flick running, 
Cube also has the characters 
scrambling to figure out where the 
real diamonds aré hidden. The 
answer is so painfully clichéd that 
it’s almost a surprise- 

The rest of the less-than-TV- 
quality detective action story 
unfolds in gunfights, car chases, 
explosions, foot chases, fistfights, 
and a speedboat chase. The only 
real surprise is that Phillip 
Michael Thomas doesn’t show up 
in a blazer and deck shoes. 

In terms of buddy movies, such 
a predictable plot is standard to 
keep the emphasis on the chem- 
istry between the two “buddies.” 
In Benjamins, however, the formu- 
la doesn’t work.. 

After proving himself a credible 
character actor in films like Three 
Kings and Trespass, anda compe- 
tent writer with the Friday films, 
Ice Cube would-be foolish to trade 
the social commentary. fo!

“The images in radio are clearer 
than the images you have in tele- 
vision because you use your imag- 
ination.” 

But McDonald is only cautious- 
ly optimistic about the state of sci 
ence literacy in Canada. He’s con- 
cerned about the difference 
between information and knowl- 
edge; we're swimming in info and 
have no idea what to do with it or 
how to apply it. He’s dismayed 
every time he catches factual 
errors in kids’ science workbooks 
(e.g.: “The moon orbits the earth 
every 26 hours”) because they 
represent cracks in basic science 
education, cracks he battles 
through teacher workshops. 

He’s hugely pro-Internet but 
hates the pseudo-science he sees 
there and on television, like web 
cures for baldness and especially 
Fox TV’s recent program about 
the moon landings being faked: 
no stars in the sky behind the 
astronauts on the moon means the 
whole thing was done in a studio. 

“It really pissed me off,” he 
says. “People write to me and say, 
‘What's all this about the moon 
landings didn’t happen?’ and 
[now] they've got scientific 
proof.” Paranoid and pet theories 
rankle McDonald. Take creation- 
ism: he’s never been a fan of mix- 
ing science and religion — some- 
thing he says he’s seeing more of 
in North America. He feels the 
who or why of creation isn’t a sci- 
entific question: he’s happy to let 
God sort that one out. He’s inter- 
ested in the facts. 

“Run the movie backwards,” he 
says pointedly. “We've worked it 
out to about 15 billion years ago. 
Everything had to be in one place 
at one time and it blew up, but we 
don’t know why. That’s God’s 
question,” he laughs. But he does

have a soft spot for those who 
have come up with their own the- 
ory of the universe, like the guy 
who wrote McDonald a dia- 
grammed essay refuting gravity 
claiming the universe actually 
pushes in by making an analogy 
to water pressure. McDonald 
applauds contrary creative think- 
ing. “What if that guy’s right?” 

He’s endlessly amused by 
requests like “Please send me 
everything you know about 
dinosaurs. I need it by Tuesday.” 
But his favourite questions are 
contextual, ones that give a per- 
spective on ourselves, like the one 
included in the book, “Where are 
we in the galaxy?” He's reluctant 
to nominate the dumbest question 
he’s ever been asked: as he writes 
in the introduction, without ques- 
tions — the basis for scientific 
inquiry — we'd live in a relent- 
lessly dull world, perceiving 
nature through only our five sens- 
es. 

And even though he feels the 
better-informed public is also a 
more scared public — because sci- 


ence has become more personal (it 
knows a ton about your DNA, for 
instance) — 1 elentless questic ning 
and probing is still the answer 
We've neatly swung back to the 
importance of science literacy. “So 
it doesn’t matter which way you 
go — in or out — you're going to 
come up with these huge gaps in 
our scientific knowledge.’ 

But nature abhors a knowledge 
vacuum, so | wonder aloud about 
the cacophony of noise made by 
the clacking pool balls. McDonald 
grins and replies the noise is 
merely one of Newton’s Three 
Laws of Motion: for every action 
there is an opposite and equal 
reaction. 

His eyes light up as he describes 
the cue ball’s transfer of energy, 
elastic collisions and how the 
angle of incidence equals the 
angle of reflection in a well-exe- 
cuted bank shot (Snell's Law, by 
the way). 

Of course, I always suspected 
hanging out in bars would make 
me smart.

Is there sex life after a disabling 
accident? Uh, maybe... 


| JUST READ YOUR RESPONSE TO 
Disabled Dilemma, the man who was 
trying to find a girlfriend for his dis- 
abled friend. You told DD that his dis- 
abled friend should “reconcile himself 
to being alone.” I’m not sure how to 
react. Part of me wants to call you a 
cold, mean-spirited fuck. The other 
part of me wants to commend you for 
refusing to sugar-coat the truth. 

I’m 28 and have had a disability 
since birth. | use a wheelchair, and a 
ventilator helps me breathe. As you 
can probably guess, I’m not getting 
any. I've managed to do a few things 
with my life, like go to law school and 
get a decent job. But my sexual expe- 
rience is pretty much nil. | used to 
think that | could attract women 
through my intellect and charm. Now 
I'm more realistic. | understand that 
some physical characteristics are 
simply too much for people to deal 
with on a romantic level. At the same 
time, | know people with disabilities 
who are in happy, healthy relation- 
ships with able-bodied partners. 

While it’s tempting to reconcile 
myself to a life alone, | still maintain 
some hope. So | understand your 
response, Dan, but I wish you would 
not have sounded so bleak. It’s hard 
enough being disabled without having 
negative attitudes reinforced by a 
writer who probably doesn’t know any- 
one with a disability. At the very least, 
Dan, you could have told DD to actual- 
ly make the effort to take his friend 
out to meet people. DD's pen-pal idea 
just sets his friend.up to be bombard- 
ed with e-mails from people who are 
motivated by pity. People with disabil- 
ities don’t deserve to be objects of 
pity. Disabled people should be treat- 
ed like anyone else.
